Reconsideration is respectfully 
requested in view of the following remarks. 

In the Claims 

Please add the following new claims 53-65: 

-53. (New) The method according to claim 19 wherein the target sequence has a 
sequence which is at least partially unknown at the time of primer extension amplification. 

54. (New) The method according to claim 19 wherein the first and second fixed 
sequences include at least one restriction site. 

55. (New) The method according to claim 19 wherein one of the fixed sequence of the 
first and second primers includes an ATG or a GTA sequence and the fixed sequence of the 
other primer includes a sequence encoding one or more translation stop codons. 

56. (New) The method according to claim 19 wherein the length of the first and second 
primers is between 10 and 80 nucleotides. 
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
